1. The attached list is being forwarded to you for updating and 
return, to us. (U) 


2. By way of background, in February 1977, CCS was provided a 
46-page roster headed On Duty Employees and Former Employees Who Were 


Former COI, OSS, SSU, or CIA Employees. CCS annotated this roster by 
inscribing the ietter "C' to the Teft of the name of any of the listed 
officers whose name required protection from release whenever it appeared 
in predecessor documents, either because the person listed in the roster 
was a current CIA employee or one who had retired in a covert status. 

For ready reference, the attached list was prepared from the CCS-annotated 
roster, which we presently hold and which we should be happy to make 
available to you should you wish to consult it. Since the names of | 
predecessor organization employees are not routinely protected from 
release when they appear in predecessor organization paper, the list is 
valuable because it cites the names of employees described above who 
require protection today. (U)

The Director of Central Intelligence exercises exclusive 
or final original classification authority over all documents 
originated by the_Coordinator of Information (COI), the 


Office of Strategic Services (OSS), and the Strategic Services 
Unit. (SSU). In light of the voltminous holdings of OSS docu: 


ments (hereafter used to include COI and SSU documents as 
well) in records of those organizations. which used. the OSS 
product or otherwise dealt with the OSS, and in light of the 
limitations of time and manpower available for the 30-year 
review of World War II materials, this authority is being 
delegated to a limited degree so that non-CIA intelligence 
personnel can assist in completion of the-task. The following 
Special rules shall govern such review: ; 


1. All Classified documents or other material’ above 


' described can_be declassified, except those which, after

intelligence service through OSS liaison, whether 
that liaison sourcing is stated or only inferable. 


b. Information which discloses the-identity

reveals the identity of any OSS sensitive source-- 
human or technical, actual or planned. Classifi- 
cation will not be removed where any doubt exists. 
(Note: Captured enemy documents and personnel, 
refugees and casual informants are not to be con- 
Sidered as sensitive.) 
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e. Information which reveals the_non- 
official. cover (NOC) status-of-personnel_employsd 
by the OSS _ or the nature of the NOC arrangement, 


including the NOC name, title, etc. 


Information which reveals any of the 
arrangements involved in placing and supporting 
OSS personnel under official cover with any 
degree of sensitivity attaching. _ 


g. Information which reveals any aspect of 
agent spotting, recruitment, development, handling 
or.support, the assignment of tasks, ‘the levying 


and means of reporting or contact. 
h. Information disclosing the desion and 

operating characteristics of special.devices used 

or under development by the OSS in support o 

operations in the field..

2. All of the documents exempted from declassification 


under any of the above provisions of subparagraphs a. through 
k. will be tabbed for further review by CIA officers. No

3. All documents deemed to qualify for declassification 


under the guidelines herein provided will be marked with an 


appropriate stamp to show that declassification action was 
taken under the_terms of this declassification authority... 
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
